A. 1. RoBERT RoBtrTs, He was a faithful miniſter 
of Chriſt above forty years, having reached the period 
of life, when human nature generally fails. His voice 
and memory were greatly weakened, a conliderable 
time before his death. But he was fill mighty in the 
ſcriptures, diligent in the work of the Lord, and be- 
nevolent in his temper, He was a plealing fellow-' 
labourer, againſt whoſe character no charge \ was ever 
brought. An account of his life written by himlelf, 
is given in the Auguſt and September numbers of the 
Methodiſt Magazine, 1800. He lived holy, and died 
happy in God his Saviour, | Ts 


2, JohN FuRZZ E, an aged ſervant of the Lord. 
He travelled many years in our connexion, and was a 
zealous defender of our purc% doctrines. His mental 
powers were ſo. decayed, that, for ſeveral years, he 
jeemed ſunk in ſecond childhood; but he retained his 


piety, and cloſed his life in holy triumph, having 
fought the good fight of faith. 


g. Joun Mc KERSEY; a man \ of ſo great affliction; 
that he was forced to give up travelling, being unable 
to keep a circuit, When near death he ſaid, ** I do not 
feel that ecllaſy of joy, which ſome ſpeak of, but I 
feel a ſolid peace, and an unſhaken confidence in God, 
through the merits of Jeſus Chriſt my Saviour,” He 
was fo far from fearing death, that he could uſe the 
Apoille's words, i I defire to depart, and be with 
Chriſt, which is far better.” He was remarkable for 
his refignation to the will of God, in circumflances 


_ peculiarly trying, and died, promny the Lord for, his 
loving kindnels. 


4. Joux 1 was a young man of true 
piety, zeal and diligence. He laboured faithfully 
in the Lord's vineyard, and was ready for every good 
work, He enjoyed great comfort in his afllictions, and 
departed this life in holy triumph. His memory 1s, 
precious to many, who were bleſt under his miniſtry,
